T H E REIGN OF OAVID 


'Then David the kin* went In. 
and sat before Jehovah.' 
versa 
18. 
There 
are 
many 
ways of 
Judging a man's rharacter. 
One 
is how he acts, another how he 
reacts. 
We stress the former— 
perhaps not unduly—and neglect 
the latter, in our efforts to know 
the man. 
We may note what Is 
revealed by his acts, but fail to 
observe the result when he is 
acted upon. 
No man is s t all times—per­ 
haps he never la—the master of 
circumstances. Furthermore, what 
a man accomplishes in one direc­ 
tion defeats his purpose in an­ 
other. 
What he has done aids 
him in doing—what is similar. 
From the time of Saul's death, 
David's life had been accounted a 
great success—as men usually de­ 
fine success. 
He had been made 
king over the twelve tribes, and 
had 
subdued ail their enemies, 
extending the borders of bis king­ 
dom from time to time. 
Wealth 
and prosperity had come to him 
and his nation. 
And he seems 
to have reacted favorably to this 
pronounced success. 
With almost 
{unlimited power, he had not be­ 
come a typrannlca! rater. 
We are told that “David reign­ 
ed over all Israel, and David ex- 
! eeuted judgment and justice unto 
all his people.” 
We aometimes 
hear it said of successful men 
that “He could not stand prosper­ 
ity*'. 
He developed traits of char 
, actor that proved his undoing in 
the end. 
Whatever may be said I 
of his domestic life, David, in bls | 
public life, reacted well to the 
high position to which be had at­ 
tained. 
Many a man. who is sup­ 
posed to be "a servant of the 
people'', should take note of the 
fact that “David executed Judg­ 
ment and justice unto all his peo­ 
ple,” and govern himself accord­ 
ingly. 
Pursues Destructive Course 
During the first years that he 
was king, David pursued a de­ 
structive course. 
He was a man 
of many wars. 
And war is de­ 
structive 
on a 
gigantic scale. 
When his wars were ended—when 
he had “rest from his enemies 
round about”—then he determined 
to build a temple in Jerusalem 
where the people could worship 
God. 
This was commendable. 
But the destructive manner of I 
his life prevented his doing it. 
He says—1st Chron. 22:7, 8—“As 
for me, it was in my heart to 
build an house unto the name of I 
the Lord my God. 
But the word 
of the Lord came to me, saying, 
Thou hast shed blood abundantly, 
aud hast made great wars; thou 
shalt not build an house unto 
my name, because thou hast shed 
much blood upon the earth in my 
sight.” 
This message was con­ 
veyed 
to 
king 
David by the 
prophet Nathan. 
“According to 
ail these ivords, and according to 
all this vision, so did 
Nathan I 
speak unto David.” 
It must have 
been to him a very great disap-1 
polntment. 
A smaller man than! 
he would have chafed under this 
fiat, or rebelled against It, but 
“David the king went in, and sat 
before Jehovah.” He reacted nob­ 
ly to his disappointment. 
What is our response to that 
which we call “success?" 
And 
how do we respond to failure? 
As David did, go in and sit be-! 
fore 
the 
Lord—somewhere, any­ 
where. just so that you are sure 
that you and he are alone—and 
ask 
yourself 
these 
questions. 
They are pertinent and practical. 
Do you go about typranically and 
boastfully, when your plans ma­ 
ture according to your desire?—or 
: are you the more humble, now 
I that you 
feel—as 
indeed you 
should—the 
added 
weight of a 
greater responsibility to yourself 
and others? And when your plans 
fall, do you develop a full-grown 
grouch and proceed to make it 
I known? 
"Who am I, O Lord Jehovah, 
and what is my house, that thou 
hast brought me thus far?”—verse 
18. 
No small man, smarting un­ 
der disappointment, 
could 
have 
I said that to God. 
It was a great 
soul who gave utterance to that 
thought—which ought to bo yours 
and mine. 
And it would be, if I 
we were as thoughtful and hum­ 
ble as we should be. 
Where The 
Blame 
Lies 
If by our manner of life we 
have been denied something that 
we now long for, let us sit down 
calmly and review the past, and 
also 
count 
our 
blessings 
and 
mercies. It is more than probable 
that in 
some way we are to 
blame, if we are not getting what 
we want. 
We may not recognize I 
this, and will not if we are not 
very 
thoughtful 
and free from 
prejudice. 
David and not God 
must bear the responsibility for 
his not being able to build a 
house unto Jehovah. 
This David 
had not seen, till Nathan pointed 
it out the him. 
And it may take 
*ome prophet to make us see that! 
we, more than all others, and all 
opposing 
circumstances, 
are re­ 
sponsible for our inability to do 
what we wish to do. 
Now think it over. 
Sit down 
before God and go over your en- 
entire life. 
What has it been? 
In all probability you alone are 
to blame, if you are denied the 
desire of your heart. 
Then it 
would be 
manifestly 
unfair to 
blame another for your failure. 
And do not 
rebel 
against God. 
David had his victories in war. 
He could not also have the re­ 
wards of peace. 
But he was hum­ 
ble and thankful for what he had 
accomplished. 
Look back! 
If yours has been 
a destructive course—war, opposi­ 
tion, antagonism—you should re­ 
gard the tact that whatever this 
has brought, or may bring to you, 
is your reward. 
Furthermore you 
should recognise that you have 
limited yourself by so much as 
this has been the course pursued. 
On the other hand, if you have 
put 
forth 
constructive 
efforts 
your reward 
must 
come 
from 
those ufforts. 
Which means that 
every young person should make 
an early decision as to the course 
he 
will 
pursue, 
lf you want 
sometime to build a house for 
God, you must not be a “fighter".

The Swedish government has taken up the ques­ 
tion of equal pay for men and women in govern­ 
ment work, and has decided that it will not do. 
Women, it finds, are generally less efficient than men, 
and should be rated accordingly in fixing salaries 
and pensions. 
H ie investigating committee reports that the wom­ 
en take more time for training and do not average 
so many years’ work before retirement on pension; 
that between the ages of 25 and 60 years they av­ 
erage 42 per cent more illness than men, and that 
their work is usually not so well done. 
It therefore 
recommends that women be paid 8 to 14 per cent 
less. 
Some of the conclusions are at variance with 
those reached by inquirers in this country regarding 
the efficiency and economic value of women. 
The 
Swedish investigators say that on the whole, though, 
its seems unlikely, from 'the nature of things, that 
women should average quite so high in economic 
productivity as men, not because they are necessarily 
inferior in strength or ability but because they nearly 
always have other things to do and cannot concen­ 
trate all their strength on the job, as a man can. 
This fact is likely to keep woman’s average rec­ 
ompense lower, in either public or
